The Accountants charge themselves witli the sum of six thoueand three hiimlred and nineteen 
pomids sixteen sliillings, as llie fLill Sum romitlcil to them Uiroiigh their Agent in London for 
Irish Light Unties received in England ; ami in answer to our enquiries by whom this Revenue 
was received, and in what manner the receipt thereof was checked, it was stated to us that the 
Light Duties in Great Britain do not go through the Custom House Books, as in Ireland ; 
but are collected either by the Collector of Customs of the Port, or by individual Collectors at 
each Port, and by them remitted to the Parties entitled to them. It was also deposed to us, that 
the Accountants made every ellbrlin their power to have these Duties pass througlt the general 
collection of Custom Duties as in Ireland without cdcct, and that it was after some months, and 
after repeated applications to the Commissioners of Cu.stoms in Great Britain, and through the 
interference of the Lords of the Treasury, that by cousciiting to make an allowance of 5 per cent, 
to the Collectors, they were enabled to get the Doties put into collection and remitted to their 
Agents in London; it is the duly of the Collector, and as he is paid by a per-cenlage allowance, it is 
Ills interest to enforce foil Payments, the returns of which are made regularly at the end of every 
quarter.

13 y the additiomd Rent, these House-Plots and Ilousc.s, -whicli, to prevent their being let run to 
ruin, a mode was struck nut by the present master, Simon Newport : The Tciuiiit to pay, on cadi 
renewal, one sliilling in the pound rise, if renewed witliiii 1 4. years ; if yo years elapsed ol the 
old lease, to pay two shillings in the pound ; if -25 years elapsed, to jjny three shillings rise {)ii the 
rent, and if more elapsed not to renew; and also lo pay one, two, nr three years fine on each 
renewal, by which means llio Cluirity lias rose greatly, besides all the fines, and .still must 11 
great deal more in future, ami preserve the buildings ami beauty of the City. 

Prior’s Knock lias not been renewed, but reset by public auction, being outside the City, and a 
large tract of ground, divided by Simon Newport into lots. 

There is a House in Barron StVand-sireet, and an acre of ground at Dnnkit, which I could 
never recover or find nut; in the course of time the House may be found ; it is, I think, in the 
jiossession of Thomas Judkin Fitzgerald, esquire, as heir to .lolin Lapp Judkin, who is a son to 
John Lapp, esquire, formerly muster of this Hospital, who died suddenly, and lefijoliii Lapp 
Judkin, a minor.

There appears a disagreement in the Charge-part of the Account between the Grant given 
■credit for, and the Auditor General’s certificate, which charges them with fifty pounds more than 
they acknowledge. We find the cause of this dillbrencc to be, that in the Account of the 5II1 
January 1814, the Governors gave credit for the half year’s Grunt to December 1813, Uiougli nut 
received by them until after the 51b January 1814. 

They now agree, on a general view of all their Accounts, with the Auditor General’s Certilirates, 

The Govc'rnors have, by Ilesointion, granted a Pension of half a guinea a nionlh, to a Widow 
of a late superannuated Steward ; they stale, that they liave the power ; and we consider them the 
best judges of the propriety of the exercise of that power in this instance. 

With the temporary Disallowance of twenty-nine pounds eighteen shillings uiul two pence f 0 
Medicines, not paid within the poriod, and some other small corrections and alterations in point 
of form, this Account is just and true, and now well stated.

PARTICULARS of ESTATES, PROPERTY and FUNDS. 

’I'lIE only Personal Property vested in the Governors is one Bond of the late Sir Henry 
Ilartstunge,bart. for 300 1 . the Interest of which is regularly paid, and accoiiuted for annually by the 
Treasurer. 

In addition to this, the only certain and permanent Income of the Hospital is the sum of 97 1 . a 
year, payable by His Majesty’s Treasury, pursuant to Act of ParlianiciU. 

The Income arising from Subscriptions, Donations, and Grand Jury Presentments, also from llie 
admission of Patients, some ofwhom are by a Bye-rnle of the Hospital reiiuived to pay twenty 
yiiillings on admission, is variable and uncortaiii ; the Particulars, &c. Amount of the present year, 
are set forth in the foregoing account. 

There is no Land or Leasehold Property whatever hdonging to this Hospital, except the Scite 
whereon it stands, and a Yard in front for it, between it and the Street. These were formerly part 
the Forlificalions of the City of Limerick, were more lately used as a Barrack, and were procured 
from the Ordnance Board by the late Sir Henry and Lady Ilartstonge, lor the purpose to which they 
are now converted ; One quarter of an Acre and ten Perches by a Lease from the llcpresentatives of 
the late AmoBYereker, esq. dated lolli August 1814. 

The present Treasurer has taken in trust for the Governors of the Hospital, a plot of Ground in 
the rear the Hospital, estimated at One Quarter of an Acre and Ten Perches, part of the Lands 
of Boxtown or Cloon, at the yearly Rent of Five Guineas, from the 25th of March 1814. This 
Ground also formed part of the Fortifications of the City.

WE examined a Trustee and tlie Secretary of Ibis Iloaid. The .\ccoiml, snbjert (o a few 
small Disalimvimces, and to two Errors in Culciilatiuiis, amounting together to one pouml and six. 
pence, is properly slated and vouched. 

Tbuler the Head “ EslahUshmcnt/' some of llic Ofiicers Sal iriii.s inerrased in former Arcoim<<, 
but liisaibiwcd by us, still conlinue to bo paiti, the Salaries as n-gulaied by Parliament living- 
only tala-n crodil for, am! the diirureiiec or increase insetted in the State of the Balance. 

The whole amount of Salaries illegally paid within the |)ci'ind of formor Acemmis and of the 
present Aeeouiu, hut for which (knowing that we would disallow ihe same) etvdit ha.s not been 
claimed, is two thousumi eight iuindrcd and t!ilr(y-two |ioi!mls fourtBoii bhilliiig.s ami eight 
pence, as ajipcars in the Stale of the B.iliiice, under the Head of “ Salaries [laid imt'not char(jml." 
The actual amount so paid within tho period of tiic prescni Accmint, is siwcii Immired and 
forty-five pounds, in diminution of wiiat should be the Cush Balance of the present Account. 

The Secretary laid before us a printed book, intituled, “ Tlie Proceedings of ihu Linen and 
Hempen Manufactures for the year 1814," the period of iho present Account, and wliicli he 
deposed was a tiue Copy of the Minaies nf tlieir Proceedings; and as it appears by their 
Resolutions on the igtli of December, at nearly the close of ilm'year, to he their intention, 
contrary to the express provisions of the Act of the s.ptli of the King, cliaji. S3, " for tnc more 
“ cflecluul Kegulalioii of the Receipts and Issues of liis Majesty’s 'freasury, anil for securing the 
“ due ai.plicutiun of Money coming into the hamb of I’nblic AeemintaiUs,” to cmiiinue the 
practice of jiaying all individuals in detail, hy the medium of a private 'i'reasnrcr, as heretofore, 
by tlrawiiig on the Rank of IrelamI only for a few large sums, ami forall tliese sums o»/y in favour 
of their Treasurer, .slating them in tl.e body of ilm drafts to be the estimated amount of each 
brancli of tlieir general Expenditure ; and as it also appears by their .Minutes, tiiat in pursuance 
of such intention, very large sums were actually drawn from tlie Bank on the 131I1 of December 
1814, within the period of the present Account, for tlie purpose of enahliiig their private 
Treasurer to make their detailed payments, we cannot avoid bringing the subject forward in 
our present Report. 

The reasons assigned for what we think a complete evasion of the Jaw, prove the truth of (lie 
opinions we formerly expressed, of tlie imperfection of the system of management of the Board of 
'i’rustccs, constructed as it is at present. It is .stated to be utterly impracticable that payments 
should pas.1. comsfinant to law, directly from the Bank of Irehiiul I’o flic parties c-iullled to rw-eivc 
the same, umler the autliority of separate checks or drafts drawn in their favour, from the difli- 
ciilty of obtaining an attendance of Trustees upon every occasion of payment, and from the Irouhlc 
it would occasion to the individual members, by drawing on the Bank nf IrelamI for payments in 
detail, which for one year are calculated to amount to six hundred iiml eighty-seven, and would 
rctp-iire llutt numher of warrants ; whereas the warrants necessary to be drawn on the Treasurer 
directing him to make all necessary payments, wciuld be only twenty-six. It should seem tliat no 
groat difficulty ought to arise in making six hundred and eighty-seven orders of jiayments by a 
body of seventy-two Trustee-s, when the number of Trustees who have aetually signed orders 
for payments for several years past, is only three. Tim fact is, that if a greater numbcc 
was required, and a greater number seems to he required hy law, tlie whole business of the 
Ofiice must stop, for except in one meeting, on the subject of the proposed repeal of Transit 
Duties on Foreign Linens passing through Great Britain, at wiiich fifteen members attended- 
the greaU'st attendance in the year consisted of only seven Members, and the averam? altemianca 
was only four. “ 

IiHiu- StMe of the Balance at tl.e dose of the present year, the som of seven thousand nine 
hundred and fifty-eight pounds one slnlling and nine-pence appears to be in the hands of the 
pi-iMtc Tre;, surer of the Trustees, and only hvo thousand nine lmnd.'eil and sixty-six pounds 
l.ftcen shdhnss and eleven pence i.i the Bank of Ireland ; and rve must observe, that under the 
system adopiril by the the Linen Board, all monies lodged to tlieir credit in the Bank of 
Ireland may be drawn out immediately after they arc lodged, and the provisions of the 5x1!, of 
the King, chap. 83, see. 5, would be tliereby ull rendered nugatoiy.

WE examined the Chairman of the Directors General of Inland Navigation, uinl several of their 
OlTicers- Mr. Corneille llio Chairman was unable to give any opinion with respect to the corroctiiess 
of the Balance handed over to the Directors General by the late Directors of the Royal Canal, but 
stated, that tlie Sum of nine hundred and sixty-seven pounds six shillings and .sixpence was the exact 
Sum transferred to the Credit of the Directors General, by Sir Tliomas Newcomen the Treasurer of 
the lale Royal Canal Company. 

Mr. Draper the Secretary deposed, that it ap.pear.s from his Books that the Treasurer’s return of 
Jiis Cash Balance, and of lifteen thousand pounds in Treasury Bills in his hands, is a true Return. 



As the Royal Canal Accounts, except for particular Grants, have not been audited in our ofiice, 
although we have proof of the correctness of the Cash Balance, as well as of the Treasury Bills 
handed over, yet we have no proof that those Sums were the true Balances that ought to have been 
transferred by the late Royal Canal Directors. 

To check the Receipts for Passengers hy the "Buals, it appears that several precautions are taken 
to prevent frauds. Way-bills are kept, which are examined and cliecked by two Inspectors, who 
meet the Boat at unknown and uncertain places on the Line, and who sign the Way-bills on finding 
them correct; and these are again inspected at Mullingar by the Collector there, who signs and 
returns them to the Captain of tlie Boat; he returns to Dublin the following day, when iho same 
•cxatninalioQ takes place ou the way back, and the amount of the Receipts of the two days are 
paid immediately by the Captain on his return to Dublin, to the Collector at the Broad Stone. No 
erasures are allowed in the 'Way-bills, and they ave inspected once a week by the Directors General, 
who then examine the Collector. The Receipts at the end of every week are paid over to the 
Treasurer.

There u' e Checks derived from 
Rass Notes exhibited to the Keepers of the Locks Ihrough which the Ihrats pass; the Dnuu'hl <if 
every Pont piissing each Lock, is uxjiressed in each Pass Note, ami the Lock-keeper ascertains ihm 
there is or is not a variation, in which former case a Siircliurge of 'I'oll is made. Retween Dublin 
tuid Mullingar there are twenty-five Locks, at each of which these Notts are e.xamiticd, which are 
also examined by the Inspectors. The Directors General arc sucisfied of the full adequacy of the 
jireseul Checks established by themselves, on the collection of these Toils. 

Wc examined Walter Nugent llie Collector of these Tolls, who deposed, that lie estimated or 
tisrurlained the Tolls to be paid, to the best of his skill, and that he hud duly p,iid over all 
Monies received by him.

Memorandum : — The following Under-payment in calculating Discount, to Anne Smith, not 
having been paid to her, cannot of course be credited to Accountants, 2 s. o d. 

This Account, made up by the Comptroller, and previously e.xamine.d and approved of by one 
of the Chaimien, and two other Commissioners, has been confirmed by tlie testimony of tiic signing 
Chairman, the Secretary, the Receiver General, Comptroller and the Law Agent. 

In the Account of this year the Casii Receipt for Stamps at the Mead Oflice appears short of the 
receipt of last year, fifteen thousand and eighty-two pounds three shillings and five-pence; but as 
the duty on cards and dice, %vhich in last year’s Account was given credit for as ca.sh received at 
Head Office, is this year brought separately to account, and amounts to three thousand two IniTKlrod 
pounds and one penny, the actual ‘deficiency of sales at the Head Office this year is ele ven dmu- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-two pounds three shillings and four-pence*. The sales in the, 
country appear also to have (alien o(f to the amount of three thousand five hundred and eighty-four 
pounds four shillings and three-pence halfpenny. 

The collection of the duties on cards and dice was transferred, in 1812, from the Excise to the 
Stamp Office. Limerick and Cork are the only country towns in Ireland where they are allowed 
to he stamped, none however have hitherto been stamped in Limerick. On our examination of 
the Account of the Commissioners of Stamp Duties for the year immediately preceding the period 
of the present Account, it was represented to us that the Distributer for Cork, (tlio only country 
town where cards and dice, or cards alone, are actually stampeil) had received orders to clistinguiaii 
ihie particular duty from the other duties received by him, which he had not been in the habit of 

doing, 
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doNig, iind that a. similar ili>.imclinnf’i(mi the general mass nrduilca was directed to be made at ths 
Head Ollici’. huonsiviui'iiL-c i.i this direclion, the amount rcueited Jbi-tliesc particular duties at the 
Head Oll.cu ; vm. three llicmand two hundred puimds andone peniiv-, is dislinguisimd in tlie iircseiiC 
Accoimt, m wind, no rocei[.t whatever appears from Cork ; it was Etated in evidence to us, tliat 
Irom the tolai miimiductivem.ss of this branch of the revenue in Cork, and from diarprs mode 
against the distributer tliere, tlnil the Stamp CunmiUsioiicra sent one of their body to Cork to 
iiive^liguti: liis conduct. 



One of these charges was, that in eons(iijur.nce of the neglect of tlm Cork Distributer, illicit cards 
with forged slamps thereon were generaily s<iUl tlirtiugh tiic south of Ireland, to the injury of the 
revemie, which would have been prevented had dm distributer attended to his duty and complied 
with Urn provisions ofthe Act of Parliament. The result of the investigation made by the Staniji 
ConmtissioiK.r seiU to Cork, was, that tiu fniud appeared in the Distrilmter’s coiulucL,' but that ho 
was guilty ol great neglect, and that the revenue had sullcved considerably thereby ; and the los^ 
sustained by this neglect lieing pretty accurately estimated to amount to two thousand six hmidrcii 
and twciuy-.si)ven pounds thirteen shillings, the Stamp Commissiomns, under the directions of the 
Lord Lieutenant, have lately called on the Cork Distributer to pay that sum or resign his oflice, 
uiul Iiu has not yet announced his decision. 



Under the head of Penalties received by Distributers in the country for various breaches of the 
Stamp Act, the sum of r.wo Immlred and si.xty pounds four shillings and sixpence is only brou-ht 
to cliarp, hut it being stated in the Solicitor's Hills of Costs, tliat two lines were ordered to be 
levied ill the county <>l Down, not inclmled in the above sum, we enquired why those fines were 
not brougiu totlie credit ofthe public. It was laiprescntcd to us that one orUiuse fines ordered to 
bo levied had not Imcn received within the period of this Account, and was therefore not hvougliL 
to Charge, and that I lie other fine, altlioiigh levied, never came into the hands of any Stamp Ollicor, 
as the Magistrate who levied it, ignorantly aiul illegally distributed the amount received by him 
among the poor uf the parish, and did not pay over the King’s moiety to the use ol' the revemic, as 
•the law directs. 



Wc have added to Charge a sum of twenty-one pounds thirteen shillings ami fonr-pciicc, tlio 
amount of a fine which was levied and received by an inspector sent to Waterford. We should 
liavc had no knowledge of this transaction, if credit for twenty-one pounds thirteen shillings und 
lbur-peiice^ had not been claimed by and given to llie Distributer of Waterford, as the ninnnnt of 
a fine repaid by him to the party lined, in consequence of its being remitted by order of Goverri- 
iiiciit, and wfiicli i)eiiig repaid, must have hecii previously received. 

The reasons for several other additions to Ciiavgp, and fur the disnilowances in Discharge, arc 
suiriciciuly detailed on the face ofthe Account, and require no tommenliii report. 

The Law Costs appearing much greater than in former Accounts ; it vvas stated to us to arise 
from a grc-iit arreiir of bii.siness left l>y the late Solicitor, wliicii ought to have been executed by 
bim, and that no estimate cun be formed ofthe probable Law Costs ofthe office for a year, imtil this 
urrear of business is di.qiosi-d of. 

The, B.alances stated to be in the hands of Excise Collectors appear the same as in former Ac- 
counts, several of these Collectors being noiv in ollice under the Ciimmissioner.s ciflixcise. V\'e 
cannot but imagine that if due diligence was used, a conaidemble part of these Balances might be 
recovered for the u-se of the public. 

^yiLh Inspect to tbe Kevenuo arising from the duties 011 the aclmisBion of any student into the 
Society of King's Itims, and on the admission of any Barrister into the Inns of Court, ami on the 
indciiUires binding an apprentice to an Attorney, parts of which are appropriated to the use ofiiic 
Society of King’s Inns, it is enacted that the Conirnissioners of Siamp Duties shall keep distinct 
Accounts of the same, ami pay the amomit at tlu; receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer; that the 
pavt.s of said duties ap]n oprhile(l to the use of the Society of King’s Inius may be paid over by tiie 
Coniiiiissioiicrsof liis Majesty's Treasury to the Treasurer ofthe Society. 

A sum of one thousand four iiundrcd and seventy-one pounds three .diillings and four-pence, 
appeuring as the gross total amount of appropriated duties received for the use of tlie King's InriF 
within tlie year, we rerpjired a specification of the same, distinguishing the suras received on the 
admissions of students and of barristers, and on iho indenture.s of apprenticeship to Attoniies, and 
we were astonished at finding that the whole of the appropriated diitiesreceivediuo.se from the 
apprenliceshi]) indetiture.s, and not a shilling from admissions; and it was deposed to us by the 
Comptroller that a practice has existed, and still exi.sts, highly irregular and productive of the 
possible loss ofpart of those duties, tliat instead of the Stamp Duties being directly paid on these 
admissions of students and barristers into the Stamp Oflice, the Under-treasnrcr of the Society of 
King’s Inns receives the amount in tlic first instance from the several iiulividuals subject to the 
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samp, uiul clops not immediately pay over, but retains the siime till a consiclfrahlc sum of money 
accumuhitps in his luinds, and whenever lie thinks proper carries a book or books specilyinij tlieso 
admissions, and procures Stamps to be allixtnl to these Books according to the number of admis- 
sions detailed therein. This practice prevents both the Public Treasury and the Society of King’s 
Imiu from receiving their respective proportions of these duties, as soon as they ought, and leaves 
this portion of the Revenue subject to private use or traffic, and in hands not designed to be en- 
trusted with it. No absolute loss has hitherto bce.i sustained by this irregular jiraciice, as it was 
(Irposod to us. and appears by a return from the Comptroller, that the duties which were received hy 
the Under-treasurer of the King’s Inns between Hie 5U1 January 1814 ami 5II1 January 1815, and 
amomuingin the whole to one thousand six hundred and forty-six pounds ten shillings, were paid 
into the Stamp Office on the ist of March 1815, subsequent to the terminaiion of tlie present Ac- 
count, and will be brought to the credit of the public in the Account of the office for die year 
ending the 5th January 1816.
